Metro Airport ppeue Cell Phone Waiting Lane 


C FLL PHONE

The Wayne County Airport Author- 
ity has opened acell-phone waiting lane 
near the Smith Terminal at Detroit Metro- 
politan Wayne County Airport (DTW) to 
help alleviate vehicle congestion at the 
arrivals curb. 

"Airport management has always 
said that curb fronts are for active load- 
ing and unloading only, but many people 
drive up to the curb to wait for arriving 
passengers who are not ready at the 
curb," said WCAA CEO Lester Robin- 
son. "These lingering vehicles create 
traffic congestion and cause security 
concerns. Airport Police have no choice 
but to direct them away from the curb." 

The cell-phone waiting lane helps 
to resolve that problem. Once an arriving 
passenger is at the curb with their lug- 
gage, they can contact their ride on their 
cell phone and be picked up within a 
minute. 

The cell-phone waiting lane is locat- 
ed on inbound Rogell across from the 
north terminal construction site (see illus- 
tration at right). To find it, follow the 
signs to Smith Terminal arrivals. Just 
past the point where the departures- 
level (upper-level) lane veers off to the 
right, you will see the lane on the right, 
designated by a wide white stripe and 
cell-phone signs. There is enough space 
to comfortably accommodate at least 
30 vehicles. 

"We still recommend that the best 
way to pick up an arriving passenger is 
to park in short-term parking and meet

your party at the bag claim device," said 
Robinson. "Then you can help them 
with their luggage to the parking spot or 
curb." 

The cell-phone waiting lane is in an 
area which causes no security con- 
cerns, according to Robinson; however, 
motorists must remain with their ve- 
hicles. Unattended vehicles may be tick- 
eted and towed. 

"The objective of establishing this 


lane is to reduce curb-front and road- 
way congestion caused by vehicles cir- 
cling repeatedly when the arriving party 
is later than expected," said Robinson. 
"We are currently exploring property on 
the south end of the airport for a more 
convenient waiting area for the McNa- 
mara Terminal." 

Approximately three dozen US air- 
ports offer some sort of cell-phone wait- 
ing area. O 


New Energy Program To Save District Money 


The Romulus Board of Education 
approved anew comprehensive energy 
program designed to save the district a 
significant amount of money per year in 
natural gas and electricity costs, ac- 
cording to spokesperson Dick Kruse. 

"The districthas contracted with the 
Wichita Falls, Texas firm of Energy 
Education, Inc., to provide energy con- 
servation training to school personnel,” 
he said. "The terms of the agreement 
stipulate that the district will save more 
money on energy conservation than the 
fee. If this does not happen, Energy 
Education will make the district whole 
and pay the difference." 

Charles Kidwell, a retired teacher 
who has received extensive training from 
Energy Education, has been hired as 
the district's energy manager, and will 


work with building personnel on the 
energy program. Kidwell has also been 
working closely with Business and Oper- 
ations director Sherri Papazoglou and 
Maintenance and Operations director 
Don Morris to establish baseline energy 
costs from last year's natural gas and 
electricity bills. This information on BTU 
and kilowatt usage will serve as a refer- 
ence for comparison this year. 

During a recent staff meeting, Kid- 
well talked with administrators about 
how he would initiate the program. 

"The energy savings program would 
notinconvenience teachers or studenis," 
he stated. "We will turn down the thermo- 
stat in buildings after school activities 
cease, and turn them back up in time for 
the next day. This will require me to visit 
buildings in the daytime, evening, and 


early-morning hours so that we can 
determine the rate at which the build- 
ings cool and the amount of time it takes 
to reheat them." 

And, because the buildings have 
different heating/cooling zones, person- 
nel will be able to adjust temperatures 
within areas of a building as néeded. 

The energy program will further pro- 
vide for the repair of any HVAC (heating, 
ventilating, and air conditioning) control 
devices that aren't functioning properly. 

According to superintendent Carl J. 
Weiss, the district initiated energy pro- 
gram discussions last spring. 

"We finalized the agreement in the 
summer, and are now ready to imple- 
ment the program for both the fall/winter 
heating and spring/summer air-condi- 
tioning seasons," he said. O

"YES" Vote Urged on Proposal 5

In the last issue of "the little paper," 
| thanked the educators and citizens of 
Romulus for rallying to support our local 
school district. Now, I'd like to go one 
step further, andask those same people 
to support education ona statewide level. 

On November 7, your "yes" vote on 
Proposal 5 will guarantee that funding 
for school districts throughout Michigan 
will keep up with the rate of inflation — 
and that's essential if our districts are to 
continue to offer quality programs. 

Ask anyone whohas a fixed income 
how difficult it is to make ends meet 
when prices go up. Sooner or later, you 
start making sacrifices. At first, those 
sacrifices may involve no more than 
little luxuries — going outto eat, perhaps, 
or spending an afternoon at the movies. 
Butit may notbe long before your choices 
become much more difficult: Medicine 
or food? Utilities or transportation? 

Here in Romulus, our financially 
strapped school district has begun to 
face similar choices. Earlier this year, 
administrators and board members 
managed to weed out $3.1 million in 
costs without making crippling cuts in 


personnel or services. District teachers 
helped by making significant conces- 
sions, including the acceptance of apay 
freeze for the current school year. 

But, just like you or me, our district 
has to pay its bills. To expect it to meet 
today's rising costs without an increase 
in funding is naive, to say the least. 
Passing Proposal 5 would mean an 
additional $1 million or more for Romulus 
schools ... and Romulus children. 

Even if you're not the parent of a 
public-school student, this proposal 
deserves your support. Success in 
today's global economy depends upon 
an educated workforce, and Michigan 
will never attract the potential business 
development that it needs to turn around 
its unemployment rate and its economy 
if it falls behind in this crucial area. 

In one way or another, everyonewill 
be affected. 

Yes, the passage of Proposal A will 
have a significant impact on our state's 
overall budget and programs. But, this 
is about priorities. 

We think that children should be at 
the top of the list, along with jobs and the 
economy.

Gas Contract Too Costly 
To the Editor: 

Can the City of Romulus get out of 
its natural gas contract with Lakeshore 
Energy through Davco & Associates? 
At the Romulus City Council meeting of 
January 23, 2006, Davco came before 
the Council to get its approval of a 
natural gas contract with the City. Davco 
already had a contract with the City for 
electricity. Dennis Davidson, president 
of Davco & Associates, and a partner, 
Jerry Kittle, are friends of Mayor Alan 
Lambert. 

Although the contract should have 
gone out for bids (according to both 
Councilman Harry Crout andthe Romu- 
lus City Charter, which states that any 
Purchase over a certain amount must 
be bid upon), Council voted to give 
Davco a contract for three years, eight 
months, at $1.095 per cubic foot. It was 
asked if Davco & Associates had the

lowest price, and Lynn Conway, the 
City's purchasing coordinator, said that 
there was a lower price. It was stated 
that the Council needed to act that night 
to get the price locked in at $1.095/cu.ft. 

Now, the City is paying $1.095/cu.ft., 
yet the current natural gas rate for busi- 
nesses is only $.75/cu.ft. through DTE 
Energy. The reason that natural gas 
prices were at an all-time high last year 
was due to refineries being damaged by 
hurricanes. Now, the news media are 
saying that natural gas prices should be 
coming down due to the high volume of 
natural gas currently available. (In fact, 
the oil companies may have to cap 
some wells, as storage tanks are full.) 
Instead of saving us approximately 
$18,000, this contract will cost us over 
$18,000. 

|think the reason this contract didn't 
go out for bidis thatthe mayor wanted to 
make sure his friends réceived it. When 
Mayor Lambert is not! taking care of 
himself, he takes good care ofhis friends, 
and gives the bill to the taxpayers. 

The City Council was elected by the 
people of Romulus to work for the people 
and to serve the people. They're not 
supposed to work for City Hall. When 
they hear something wrong, they should 
vote "no."

McLachlan. It said: : 

"Over the past two months, the Board has responded-to numerous requests for 
information from Mr. Rob McLachlan. Mr. McLachlan has requested detailed district financial 
information, including compensation that individual Board members have received for 
attending various district functions. 

"Previously, in an effort to encourage participation, Board of Education members were 
advised that each member was to submit for compensation at the rate of $50 per function for 
attending district activities and meetings. No limit was placed on the number of district 
functions that would be reimbursed, and the type of functions that qualified for reimbursement 
was never defined for Board members.

"Moving forward, the Board of Education is committed to working collaboratively with the 
district administrators toward the development of sound financial policies and procedures."
